Reference a. arrived in CIA nearly coincident with the receipt of 
References c. and d. sent by NRO in the first instance to DD/R and in the 
second instance to Greer, calling for action on the part of SSD for remedial 
fixes based upon the content of the subject study. This caused no little embar- 
rassment in the DD/ R*e mind because it is my understanding that it was he 
who had requested Lockheed to perform this study on systems vulnerability 
for CORONA during a meeting on the West Coast late last spring. 

2. It appears that Lockheed had complied with his request and had 
submitted the study to DNRO via SSD, and based upon the conclusions within 
the paper. Colonel Martin undertook to upgrade it to Top Secret. Despite 
attempts to trace the physical location of the study by Dr. Scoville, no results 
were obtained until last Thursday when it came to light in his office. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the substantive decisions covered in the original 

message of 22 August were arrived at by DNRO and his staff without 
reference to Dr. Scoville.
